About English Jockeys. 

Tempi* Bar for March has an Interesting article on this eublect, from 
which we take some paragraphs os follows: 

• The chief jockey is par excellence the manikin of the period. Petted 
like n prima donna, and made a companion by sportiug lords, his ser¬ 
vices are intrigued and paid for with a power or diplomacy and at a 
rate of remuneration known only on ‘the Turf.' ills movements are 
chronicled as carefully as those of a prince of the royal blood. Ills 
carle* de visile are in constant demand. When he rides he is sur¬ 
rounded by a host of parasites; his 'mounts' are backed till they reach 
the dbortest odds; his opinion of the animal be rides is anxiously ex¬ 
pected by owner and trainer; while the ragged regiment of gamblers 
who pin their faith to his horses ore pleased with a smile even from his 
valet. Sporting journals publish his portrait, and enrich their columns 
with criticisms of his riding or anecdotes of his career: his bon mote are 
circulated as good thiugs. and his clothes are imitated by the vulgar. 
Moreover, he earns a larger income than a Prime Minister. 

• The policy of paying what appears to be ridiculously large sums to 
jockeya has fteqnently been discussed, and those in the habTt of giving 
valuable gifts in money have been well abused for Inconsiderate liber¬ 
ality. The Interests at stake, however, since the horse became the 
iuptrument of gambling it now is. are now so gigantic as to render it 
imperative that jockeys be placed beyond temptation. The total value 
of the stakes which were contested daring last year amounted to con¬ 
siderably over three hundred thousand pounds, not to speak of the sums 
dependent on wagers, probably ten times that amount. Whether, 
therefore. In the face of such risks, a thousand pounds is too little, or 
too much, or just the right sum to be giveu with a view to secure a 
rider's honesty, who shall determine, if not the mau who is the pro¬ 
prietor of the animal, and who has probably backed his horse to wIb 
him a hundred thousand pounder 

The present chief jockey, we believe. Is not more than eighteen years 
of age, and vet during the racing season of 1876 he rode not less than 657 
times, and won 207 races—a feat never before accomplished by any horse¬ 
man ou the turf. Ills five and three guluea fees for riding would 
amount to more than two thousand four hundred pounds. A gentle¬ 
man who is well versed In the £ s d of racing has calculated that the 
chief jockey of 1876 received as much iu fees, retainers, and presents 
os the Lord High Chancellor of England; counting fees at £2.400; the 
‘Kosebery* present, £1,000; retainers, say £1.200; and allowing for 
presents at the rate of £20 for each of the 207 race he won. £4.140 -total 
£8.740. This is not an exaggerated statement. In all probability the 
chief jockey would net another thousand pounds over his Cesarewltch 
victory, in addition to the present of that sum which he received from 
his employer. Mauy gentlemen will say to the chief jockey, *1 
have backed your mount, you stand lu a pony' to 

nothing with me.’ A 'pouy.‘ it may be explained, Is 

the Turf slang for £23. The jockey who played the second Addle last 
year rode seventy-five horses that each won a race, und 232 others, so 
that his receipts from fees were over £1,100. He also received one 
thousand pounds for winning the Cambridgeshire, besides other 
presents, aod one or two retaining fees. Ills income for 1876 would 
probably be above £6,000. With reference to the remuneration of 
jockeys there is this much to be said, they must make hay whilst the 
sun shines, youth very soon fades Into old age. and gifts of horseman¬ 
ship suitable for light-weight are uot continued to jockevn for ever. 
Out of the hundreds of boys who aunally join the racing stables, per¬ 
haps not ten will have sufficient uerve aud ability combined to ride 
successfully In one of the great races of the season, even after they 
have undergone a lengthened novitiate. At the present time there are 
not twenty jockeys who have n claim to be considered first rate In their 
calling; aod of toe fifty horsemen who rode the winning horses of 
1867, those who were successful had from five to two hundred and seven 
winning mounts. 

So far as bis Income Is concerned, even a fifth-rate jockey may be a 
gentleman; he may at any rate earn a thousand a year. 

“In the Newmarket and Yorkshire racing stables there are of course 
a very large number of boys employed—one for each horse—most of 
whom are apprenticed while they are very young to the trainer, to be 
taught the busineea of a groom. Only a small number of these boys 
develop, however. Into passable jockeys, and fewer still Into what may 
he termed great horsemen. Many of the lads Indeed grow so rapidly 
that they soon become useless In the racing saddle. Every now and 
agalu, however, a lad of merit and mettle emerges, as the present chief 
jockey did four years ago/ from the crowd of hia fellows, and 
earns a reputation as a consummate horseman; but os 
there are more than a thousand stable-boys, aud only 
perhaps some tweoty jockeys of repute, it will at ouce 
he obvious that the prises, os In other professions, are few 
and the blanks many. These stable lads are taught their business with 
much care, and in every respect are well looked after. They are taken 
to church every Sunday, and In some training establishments there is 
a Sabbath school and other teaching as well. One trainer, a remark¬ 
able man In his calling, not satisfied with two visits to church for his 
lads. Invariably reads to them at night one of Blair's sermons. If one 
of the boys Is so unlucky as to fall asleep, he Is at once brought to a 
ssnse of his iniquity by a touch or two from a long whip which his mas¬ 
ter keeps beside him ready for use. 

“There is one feature of jockey life which Is likely in the course of 
time to die out—that Is. the 'sweating' which jockeys had to undergo, 
■nd have still occasionally to endure. In order that they may be able to 
ride at a given weight. It la almost impossible fr# a growing well fed lad 
to keep from 'making weight;' and even set jockeys, men of mature 
years, mast occasionally work hard to keep themselves down, or bring 
themselves to scale after a winter's Indulgence. In the old 'wasting' 
days there were fewer jockslys than there are now, and no railways to 
tdmli of a jockey being whirled from Newmarket to Newcastle on ao 
hoar's notice. At the present time there Is a fair choice of jockeys at 
ill weights to select from, so that sweating does not require to be so 
mnch resorted to, or at least not in the same degree as formerly. 

“A great feat of jockeysblp was that accomplished by Benjamin 
Smith, who rode sr.d won a race after having one of 
bis legs broken in the struggle. The rider of Caractacus, In a race 
at Bath, was so unfortunate as to break his stirrup leather, but he nev¬ 
ertheless defeated all his opponents, and was so clever ae to bring the 
•Watched ntlrup borne wlto him, ao that be wee able to acale the cor- 
r *ct weight. A clever horseman once upon a time won the St. Leger 
after hie horse had ran Into a ditch, aud seemed to have lost all cbaoce 
°f victory, George Herring, a Jocko* of the oldtu Ume, achieved a feat 
wgich Is recorded among the najscsllanea of the turf: he was so fortu¬ 
nate as to win nineteen races In succession, without nno single inter¬ 
vening defeat— u triumph that we are not aware has been attained by 
a*f other Jockey. 

Those who are not behind the scenes of turf life have In general no 
idea of how races are ran and won. They see the bora** gallop from 
and to and of the coarse, but they may not be aware 
feat each jockey has received from his master or his 


master's trainer particular instructions as to how he 
must comport himself in the race. The rider is not allowed to ride as | 
be pleases, but roust guide his horse at the will of the master. The i 
directions given to a jockey are sometimes exceedingly simple. ‘Get 
home first. Lord Gorge Bentick used to say, ‘and to do that make every i 
post a winning post' Another owner will tell his jockey to 'get to the 
Tront, and keep there till you are past the judge's chair.* Some masters 
again delight in complex and garrulous Instructions that would puzzle 
the wit of uu old man to understand and obey, far less a jockey-boy of 
probably tender years. Any lad, if the horse he rides be only good 
enough, may win an important race, but in the end superior jockey- 
ship generally gains the day; and it sometimes happens that the fastest 
horse iu the struggle is beaten by the superior acumen of the boy who 
rides the winner. The taleuts of jockeys vary considerable. One will He 
In wait with his horse and 'steal' the race from his opponent so quietly 
aud win by so short a distance as to excite some wonderment as to how 
it was all brought about. Another boy, if he feels that the horse be is 
ridiug Is equal to the task, will make his way to the front aud force the 
race from beginning to end with, so to speak, a flourish of trumpets. 
All that a jockey has learned, all that be knows, must be brought in to 
requisition in the supreme minute or two which is devoted to the 
struggle; if a jockey has any talent then is the time for Its exhibition. 
Whilst the race Is being ridden the owner and trainer of the horse 
engaged in the contest busily survey the scene with all attention 
through their powerful field-glasses, so that they are able to see whether 
or uot their instructions are being obeyed by the jockey who is riding 
their horse. 

“What are called ‘fine hands' are essential to a jockey: 
they are the Instruments which Indicate to him the strength 
and power of the animal which he is trying to guide to victory. Some 
horseineu have this gift lu perfection, and have known bow to use It 
to the best advantage. Strong horses will occasionally run away with 
the race, leaving the jockey powerless—in such cuses what con a child, 
weighing perhaps five and a half stone, do but sit still? It was the 
maxim of a celebrated jockey that a horse ought to be ridden as deli¬ 
cately as if it were being held in check by a silken thread; but every 
jockey In time acquires a style of his own. Some lads are famous for 
making their opponent believe the horse they ore riding Is quite out of 
the hunt; this Is 'kidding,' and they do so to pui the rider of 
what may be a superior horse off hts guard, and having 
done so to a greater or lesser extent, they will sometimes 
by a final rush (Ir their horse is good enough), win the race, and 
so obtain the credit of being brilliant jockeys. Old horsemen of 
the ‘knowing’ type will try what they can with safety, during a contest, 
to keep their younger brethren from scoring a wiu, all the tricks of the 
• rade being brought into requisition ou such occasions. A first-rate 
Jockey, however, has qualities that are far beyond the range of mere 
cunning; he has a firm and graceful seat on horseback, “fine hands,'' 
and, above all, he Is a good Judge of pace, quite able to calculate wheth¬ 
er the horse he Is ridiug cau last the distance he has to galop, so ae to 
be sure of winning, or whether It will require to be eased In its pace, 
or'nursed'fora final effort. There are jockeys who, for sinister pur¬ 
poses, can make a great show of riding power, but who for all their do- 
lug so 'puli' their horse to prevent its being first. When a belting man 
‘stands to lose* a sum of thirty or forty thousand pounds on a given 
horse it is more worth bis while to bribe a jockey with a thousand 
pounds to lose the race than it is worth the while of the owuer of the 
winning horse to present a lad with a thousand pounds after victory has 
has been achieved. It can in mauy ways be made certain that a horse 
shall lose a race, but it can never be made absolutely sure that a horse 
will win one. 

“As a rule the morale of the modern jockey is good; occasional 
black sheep are or coarse found in the flock, hut the great majority of 
the public horsemen of to day, notwithstanding what they have in their 
power, are beyond suspicion. When the present chief jockey had con¬ 
cluded his apprenticeship, his master presented him with a handsome 
gold watch which bore this inscription: 'For ability and good conduct.'' 

A Trainer’s View of the Forcing: Method. 

Kalamazoo. Mich., March 26. 1877. 

Editor Chicago Fixld:—I have read very carefully the different 
views on “Breeding the Trotter.” etc.. In the Turf, Field and Farm , 
which no doubt, as a whole, will be productive of good among the 
breeders of trotters; bat I fear some will follow the forcing method 
laid down by some of the eminent breeders. As I will always believe, 
hod not Hambletonian Star (now owned by Mr. Fisk, Coldwater. this 
State) been over fed and forced to grow too fast, he would have been a 
very fast trotter this day. I also believe, bad he remained in the haude 
of any one that did continue to feed high, that his stock would have 
turned out useless: but fortunately he fell Into the hands of what 
Is termed and known r.« a very poor feeder; but still, 
while In my opinion Mr. Fisk feeds a little sparingly of good 
sweet hay and that be also lacks In good, roomy, well cleaned, well 
ventilated boxes for his youngsters and old ones too, I do believe 
“Hambletonian Star," together with “Mr Fisk’s” mode of feeding will, 
and la producing the best 1 rotters In this State. I should like to see 
such stallions as Mambrlno Gift. Lonls Napoleou and a few others in 
this State owned and fed by each stingy feeders as Mr. Fisk ; and then 
notice their get, for in my opinion there would be a great change for 
the better. I am not prepared to say much about their present owners 
feeding, only from hearsay, and seeing the horses at the fairs, which 
causes ine to say they are red entirely too high for slock horses. The 
breeders of trotters lo Michigan should, before deciding against me. 
look to and examine carefully Daniel B. Hibbard's stallion Don Robin- 
sou, the sire of the fastest two year old ever trotted In Michigan, they 
will find Aim fed but little grain aud the same with his colts. This forc¬ 
ing method does very well for hogs, cattle and draft horses, but when 
you apply It lo trotter* yon miss the mark, and will soon need lo 
move the stand up to the head of the stretch, and from that round to 
the back aide, ana so on round nntll a eland etill suits best. As f have 
opened the door In this State, I should like to hear from the breeders 
themselves. More anon. Yours, etc. Ur and Ur.

Latest Turf ttosslp from England. 

[From our Resident Correspondent.] 

London, England, March 7, 1877. 

The noble army of hackers received yesterday at Croyden a most 
fearfully rough shock; the whole of the racing prophets had lipped 
broadside for the Grand International Hurdle Race, und it was couse 
auently backed down to the proverbial “bottom dollar;” aud though 
there were uo lees than fifty-nine subscribers. Three to one was ail 
that could be obtained, iu fact. Broadside was the greatest certainty 
ever known in the annuls of racing; he only had lo “keep on his legs” 
and it was “all over bar the shooting.” Going down to woodside from 
Canuon Street station we met a funny railway porter who, being thor¬ 
oughly impressed with the impossibility of the favorite meeting with 
defeat, jokingly invited the passengers to take their seats for Broad¬ 
side. But it was a bad tip. aod the mao proved another drop In the 
ocean of false prophets. The weather was dull and miserable, though 
It did not actually rain as it. promised in Lhe early part of the day. Toe 
Croydon Grand National which was instituted ten years since, always 
an affair of Importance, hue grown and increased in public estimation, 
till it now occupies not only the premier position lo hurdle racing, but 
a very high position uinoug the Spring handicaps, whether on the fiat 
or over a country. As proof of this we may safely say the attendance 
this year was greater than ever. The grand stand, the paddock, 
aud TattcrsaU's ring were densely crowded, indeed, at 
times inconveniently so. Barring the big race, the menu 
was rather u shady one. the first and last event ou the card end¬ 
ing iu walks over. The race, however, was sufficient enough In import¬ 
ance and Interest for most of the visitors, and to them I must confine 
ray remarks. 

when the jockeys were all weighed out It was found there were only 
nineteen starters, a field of decidedly less strength than had been antic¬ 
ipated. It was a sad disappointment to many to find that Industrious 
was not a runner, having been scratched on account of cracked heel 
half an hour before the hour fixed for the race. Middlesex was another 
gay declever. haviug sustained an injury to her jaw during her passage 
across the channel. Broadside was, of course, the observed of all ob¬ 
servers, and well did he stand the searching observations of the multi¬ 
tude of critics that gathered around him, for indeed he looked so mag¬ 
nificent that the fact even of his wearing blinkers did uot detract from 
the admiration he elicited. Scamp. Liberator, Miss Lizzy, Woodcock, 
Ebor, Sir Hugh and Ingoinar were also the objects of keen observation, 
the only one of which who did not give satisfaction was Woodcock, 
and he certainly appeared training off. The lot being saddled and 
ready was marshalled under the charge of Mr. McGeorge and Major 
Dixon, and proceeded to the starting post lu excellent time; they were 
got lu double quick time Into line of battle, and at the verv first attempt 
away they go. Liberator was the first to forge ahead, 
followed by Buglemarch. Percy. 8ir Hugh, Duplex and 
the favorite, Ingomnr. being the absolute last. This order 
was observed till the first flight of hurdles was negociated. when Lib¬ 
erator's owner who was riding him, took a ‘'steadier*' at him, leaving 
Bugle March with the lead, aod going down the hill that mare was quite 
two lengths clear of Broadside and Liberator who were closely attended 
by Percy U» the six furlong post. At the first mile the order was Bugle 
March, Broadside. Percy, Lucy, Miss Lizzie and His Lordship, bat over 
the next hurdles the favorite had improved bis position to alongside 
Bugle March and Percy fell out of it beaten. Broadside now held the 
lead but was collared by Sir Hugh at the lost obstacle which they 
jumped abreast and while doing so unfortunately for hia supporters 
Sir Hugh was cannoned against while In the air and came to grief. The 
favorite was now in sore distress, and Scamp, who had held a back seat 
in the early part of the race but had liter been improving his position, 
came with, what they call, a rattle, and it was evident to the merest, 
tyro that bar accidents, he was bound to win, and when his jockey 
called on him for a final effort, be breasted the hill at the finish and 
won by eight lengths with the greatest ease. Time. 5m lfieec. Distance, 
2V* miles; weight carried 11 st 11 lbs. Value of the stakes £1,250. The 
three placed stand thus:

Sir John Astley who has won a very heavy sum In bets was warmly 
congratulated on his good fortune, and Adams was lustily 
cheered as he returned to scale. The Scamp is a good looking 
brown horse, by The Hake out of Lady Sophie, by King Tom; her dam. 
Bridle, by the Saddler out of Mona'dn, by Taurus out of Mona, by Par 
elan. He was bred and reared by Mr. C. Benton. After running once 
unsuccessfully as a two-year-old, and was then disposed of to his pres 
ent owuer and made his first appearance as a two-year-old iu the Ascot 
stakes, where in a field of ten he was placed third to Coventry and 
Feve. Ills next engagement was the Goodwood stakes, which he won. 
heating Cambtislaug, Kedworth, Petition and ten others; and subse 
quently he won the sister race at Brighton. He was fourth in the St. 
1/eger. which was won by Apology, and made a hold fight for the Don 
caster cup. but after that he did very little, and when Sir John adver 
tised the whole of his horses for sale he was included at the reserve 
figure of £1,200; at this price, however, he was not sold, though Hop- 
bloom, priced at £2,000. was disposed of to the Duke of Montrose; how 
the latter came to grief and disappointed his grace, who lnd backed 
him heavily, need not he repeated. •Scamp is entered for the North 
hamptonshire stakes, and la handicapped at 8 st. 4 lbs., so he onght. if 
he keeps fit, to render a good account of himself. Cahaotaous. 

A number of men with teams are now busily engaged at Agricul- 
tnral Park Sacramento, in constructing a new track.

Success wltb Hones. 

Mr. D. E. Salmon's views on the uncertainty of producing fast hones, 
either trotting or running In his breeding paper* to the too ntry Otnllt 

man, do not agree with Bark Comstock's views which he declare* are 

calculated to mislead. It I* In substance a* follow*: Th »‘.°“® 
succeed nine times ont of ten In breeding draught horse*, while with 
the earns skill In breeding racero. he wiUfall nine times oat of ten; 
and in breeding trotters the failure will be larger in proportion. This 
he attributes rualnty to the artificial being of the nee horse and trotter, 
and partly to the hazard# of coudllloulug and training, and partly o«- 
cause breeders do uot pay more attention to form (shape), as applied to 
the physiology of locomotion, and from differing views among theni- 
•elvea, get Into a system of cross-breeding in lu that particular that die 
tnrbc ancestral influence. . . _ _ . . „ ... .... 

Thla paper la prepared wltb much thought, and few breeder* will dif¬ 
fer from the writers grounds that a long ancestral Inheritance of a 
given trait Insures It* reproduction with greater certainty than a alort 
one. Hence the value of pedigrees. Hence lees certainty lu Moving 
at speed in breeding trotters than racer*. But I disagree with the hy¬ 
pothesis that the race horse casts success once In ten times, ana tne 
draught horse nine times In ten. bscause th*racehors* I* tnorsartyi 
dal.

anstoevs to UTomsponUmts 


The thirty-fourth content between these rive) universities took place 
on Saturday morning, March 94th. The race was fixed for the unusu¬ 
ally early hour of 8 a. ii., and consequently, with the cloudy sky, the 
crowd was not op to that of several previous yeaip. 

The Cautab* rowed in a new Winshlp boat, the Oxfords In a new 
Clasper. The weather was favorable both for the contestant* and rj>ec- 
tators. The start was made at 8:97 a. m. The Oxfords took water first, 
and were eight fceet ahead in half a dozen strokes. This lead they held 
to Duke's Ileud, where Cambridge drew up and were on eveu terms 
half-way between the head and Simmons' yard. Here Cambridge got a 
lead of about four feet, which they maintained at the Loudon boat 
house. Cambridge now rowed In better form. At Craven Collage, six 
furlougs from the starting point, the boats were level, but Oxford 
forged ahead, uad when a mile had been rowed, led by about the third 
of a length. At the Crab-Tree, Oxford led hy only a few feet. At the 
distillery, something over a mile end four furlongs from the starting 
point, Cambridge ooce more showed In froot some two or three 
feet. At Oil Mills, two miles and slightly over a furlong front the 
start. Oxford drew up. At the bottom of Chiswick Eyot. Oxford was 
again In front, being in better water than Cambridge. 

At Chiswick Church, Oxford had increased their advantage to two- 
thirds of a length. Rounding the bend into Horseshoe Reach, the water 
became smoother, and Cambridge gained ou Oxford, hut the latter 
quickly drew away again. Nine furlongs from the wiuuing point, 
Cambridge made another effort, but only reduced Oxford's lead to two- 
thirds of a length. Oxford went through Barnes' Bridge nearly a leuglh 
ahead, and off White Hart, four leugtbs from the goal, was clear. Off 
Limes, Cambridge spurted and reduced the lead of Oxford, which all at 
once went "all aboard;" their bowntau was seen to be in difficulties, 
aud unable to use his oar properly. Cambridge was now withiu a third 
of a length of the Oxford prow, aud a most exciting struggle followed. 
From the Ship the Cantabs put forward every exertion to take advant¬ 
age of the mishap and the Oxoniaos gamely responded with seven to

Subscriber, Auburn. -I have a puppy nine months old, that Is 
suffering from some disease which I do not understand, nor can 1 find 
auyone here that does. She appears to bo very weak through her loins 
and back, us she sways about In walking and sometimes falls over. 
Sbe twitches aud tumbles some, and her bead also seems to be affect¬ 
ed. Her eyes sre dull aud the white Is now bright red. She sometimes 
has almost couvitlsions and at all Hines has considerable fever, with 
hot dry nose. Kbr bus been perfectly well till this trouble came upon 
hi-r a week since without uuy warning. Can you help me In the matter? 
Ans.—Your pup has spinal meuiugitis. Give every three hours half a 
teaspoouful of ellxer nromide of potass, with one drop of fluid extract 
of acoullc. Ah soon as the fever is reduced lengthen the time between 
the doaes of acoulte till It cau be discontinued altogether, but keep up 
ibe potass for some days. Support the strength by frequent small 
quantities of strong beef tea. and after awhile give the meat also 
chopped fine aud mixed with a Utile bread. As the symptoms decrease 
In severity if the pup is weak give in addition to the potass 
a tonic pill twice a day. Each pill shhould contain sulphate of quinine 
two grains, extract of hemlock two graius, ginger two grains. 
Powdered chalk may be added if the pup vomits las food. 

B. J. B., Fall River.—The damp weather we have had for some time 
appears to have made nty dog sick. He has fever, is weak and has fallen 
off very rapidly. He breathes with difficulty, moans and sits up almost 
ail the time, as if it hurt him to lie down, and has no appetite but drinks 
a great deal. Ans.—The symptoms indicate pneumonia. 
Listen at the dog's side, and if you detect a rasping 
or crackling souud in the lungs you may accept this as the 
disease. (Jive one drop of fluid extract of aconite and three of fluid 
extract of hclladoua. every three hours till the fever aud difficulty of 
breathing are relieved, then Increase the time between doses. Apply 
over both lungs a hot poultice of smartweed leaves, and hind it on with 
thick paper so as to keep In the heat. A bandage may be passed over 
all to Keep it in place. Change the poultice as often as it gets cold, re¬ 
membering that the more care given to this the sooner will the trouble 
be removed and the dogs life insured. 

S. W . Berkshire.—I have a mastiff dog three years old, that seems 
to be all out of shape, though be does not appear to have any particular 
disease. He is thin, with some fever, but little appetite, aud inclined 
to vomit whutever he eal*. His bowels are all right and his passages 
do not contain any worms, lie bad distemper when a pup, and since 
then has always been well till he caught a 
severe cold just before the present attack. 

I What can i do for him? Ans.—Give a stom¬ 
achic pill of extract of gentian eight grains, 
powdered rhubarb three gruins, twice a day 
for a week, or till the dog's stomach recovers 
its tone and he retuins his food; meantime 
feed lightly, aud in small freqneut quantities.

The 
cough seems te be from trouble in the lungs. 
Ans.—Syrup of tolu and syrup of acacia each 
two ounces; syrup of ipicac three drachms. 
Give a teaspoonful every two or three hours. 

Puil, East Albany.—What shall I give a 
dog for worms. Ans.—Half an areca nui 
roughly grated, on an empty stomach, and 
followed six hours later by castor oil. Repeat 
till the dog is relieved. 

VETERINARY. 

A. J. G., Minneapolis.—What can be done 
fora horse that has a lump about the size of a 
hen's egg on the side or under the ueek close 
to the head? It appeared to be loose just 
under the skin, and has been coming on for 
two months or more. The horse Is in good 
health, young and promising, and 1 should lie 
glad if yon can prescribe a remedy. Nothing 
except a sweat has been done for it. Ans.— 
The enlargement is hypertrophy of the thyroid 
glands, commonly called goitre, und fortu 
nately yields readily to external applications, 
for there are large and important blood vessel* 
and nerves passing through them, rendering 
the opera!lou of dissecting them very danger¬ 
ous, being generally attended with death !u 
man or beast; but there are quacks whose 
egotism and recklessness allow them to essay 
the operation, with death as the invariable 
result. Take of iodide of nottasslum two 
drachma, lard two ounces; pulverise and mix. 
aud rub a little about the size of a larjje pea 
well lit ouce a day, using plenty of friction. 
In three or four weeks you will wouder where 
it bat gone to. The application of the oint 
_ y- i inent need not Interfere with his working. 

J. N.. (|nincy, Ill.—I have a mare that has 
had a couch for the past two weeks. She ap¬ 
pears to lie improving, but still will cough 

_ occasionally when driven. Appears to be free 

of the cough when in the stable, fair appetite, 
eats aud drinks without difficulty. One of her 
eyes has been weeping during the atiove time. 
Please advise me what to do for her. Ana.- 
The treatment of cough depends a great deal 
“— upon the kind of cough the animal is suffering 

with. In your case we would recommend the 
HIGH. following treatment: Take of oil of turpen¬ 

tine, linseed oil and liquor ammonia, of each 
one ounce, mix and apply one ounce to the 
sides of the throat, well rubbed in, once a day 
till a mild blister is effected: and take of gum 
camphor and pulverized digitalis, of each six 
drachms, nitrate of potassium an onnee and a half, pulverize aud mix 
aud divide into six equal parts, give one night aud morning in the feed, 
or with a bottle in half a pint of water. Feed on soft food, roots, etc.. 
and sprinkle the bay to avoid dust that would irritate the inflamed 
mucous membrane of the throat. 

11. W. J., Cleveland.—Last Summer one of my horses sprained the 
tendons of his near foreleg. I wrote to your veterinary department 
for advice nnd was told to blister. I did so and repeated ft. He is now 
quite free from lameness, but the leg swells considerably when idle, 
and goes down entirely when driven; still it seems to he a little weak. 
What shall I do with It to stop the swelling and give it strength. An*.— 
Improve the general health of the horse by giving a touie compound of 
sulphate of iron two ounces, pottAssium nitrate ooe ounce and a half, 
gentian root one ounce ; pnlverize and mix, and divide Into ten equal 
parts: give one night aud morning in the feed. Bandage the legs that 
swell moderately tight when standing in the stable; remove the banda¬ 
ge* and band-rub the legs occasionally. 

Subscriber, DesMoines. Iowa. -Please let me know the most effec¬ 
tive way of applying blniodide of mercury as a blister. 1 have a horse 
that within a month ha* thrown a spavin, and am now beginning to 
treat him; bow often nbould it be applied and If the hair should be 
clipped before making the application? Ans.—Clip the hair off a* 
closely a* possible and apply the blister with friction to the part. Re¬ 
peat It a* often a* la necessary to produce a good blister ana keep up 
considerable irritation for some time. *ay about three week*; It la nec¬ 
essary sometime* to apply a little fresh ointment once a day for a few 
days to create sufficient irritation to be of any use.

The Excelsior Bout flub ot Detroit, 


We give our readers this week an cugravlug of the Excelsior Club’s 
(of Detroit) new boat house. We have notified our readers that tho 
anuual regatta of the Amateur Nniional Rowing Association will take 

E lace in Detroit, and we think that a wiser selection could hardly have 
eeu made. The city has natural advantages of a fine river, which, 
however, may be considerably rutiled by a strong breeze; yet it* 
capacity for putting s targe tloatilla at anchor along the 
course and its central location, give It claims that overcome this 
liability to rough water. Besides these advantages, it haa a large 
number of boat clubs each of which have numerous member* in good 
standing aud who are practical oarsiueu. Among these the Excelsior 
host club Is the most prowlueul perhaps ou the river, though the De¬ 
troit boat club Is au older orgauizatiou; yet as the latter ia more of a 
social club for mutual recreation than a club orgauized for the promo¬ 
tion of scientific oarsmanship, as the Excelsior club is, this club has, 
perhaps, tile strongest claim to be repreaeutod in a sporting journal. 
The bout bouse ia at (be storting aud also at the finishing point of the 
regatta course n* recently surveyed upon the ice by ibe Assistant City 
Engineer. It is desigued to be used as the location of the judges of 
the races, aud as no special place had been heretofore arranged for Ibis 
purpose, the plan of a tower for the accommodation of the Judges was 
suggested. The accommodations for honorary members aud the lady 
frieuds of the club, too, bad been very limited. 

The picture, which was drawn by Charles II. Eaton, gives a pcrfoctly 
clear idea of (be appearance of the boat bouse. The lower floor is de¬ 
voted to the uses of the members of tbe club and their guests. It cou 
tains a spacious dressing room with liK) lockers, wash room, shower 
bath, etc. A reception room 10 by *28 feet is in front; connected with 
It by double doors is the secretary’s room on one side; on the other a 
cozy ladies' parlor, with retiring rooms aud toilet conveniences. The 
balconies are ample for the accommodation of 800 people. 

Tbe Excelsior Boat Club was orgauized in Mny, 1867, the officers be¬ 
ing us follows' President, John M. L. Campbell; Vice President, Jaa. 
Edgar; Secretary, Newton M. Bell; Treasurer, ArthurSufford; Captain, 
F, Raymond, Jr.; Commander, T. Van Duzeii; Lieut. Commander, L. 
U. Baldwin. Mr. Campbell is tbe ouly one of these gentlemen whose 
name is still ou the active list of the club. The first boat house was 50x52 
feet, one story high, built at a cost or *450. This building, with all the 
boats and property of tbe club, was destroyed by fire July 31st, 1871. 
The Excelsiors won the championship of tho 

Northwest in the regalia at Detroit, in 18*0. _ 

They won tbe junior championship of tbe i 
same association, iu Toledo, in 1873, and the 
championship of tho Detroit River at various 
times. The club is composed of some of k the 
best young men of the city, who have always 
labored to keep up the umuteur rowing inter¬ 
ests, both in Detroit and iu the Northwest. 

It has been represented by bouts at every re¬ 
gatta of tbe Norlbwesteru Association, except 
that at Erie in 1872. It assisted iu orgauiz 
ing the Natioual Amateur Rowing Association 
in 1872, aud has been a member of the same 
ever since that time, though unable to seud 
members East to take part in its regattas.

Id regard to Mr. Von Culin, aa mentioned by "Mephlato," f must say 
that I had no intention of doing him an injustice or misrepresenting 
any facts. 1 mentioned the circumstance as 1 remembered it (not har¬ 
ing preserred any dies of the Chicago Field -very foolish, I admit, 
Mr Editor), and I take this opportunity of begging hla pardon. 

And now in regard to "Mepbisto;" he says that! make "the asaertion 
that the oalire dog la in no manner Inferior to the recently imported 
blue bloods.'* Very true; I stiU do so. acd point with pride to their 
record, both on the bench and In the held to prore It. "Or, In sum and 
eabetaoce that an animal of no breeding is the peer of a scientifically 
bred one, which I moat emphatically deny." 

This statement 1 would also deny, and Just as emphatically aa "Me- 
phisto." 1 hare nerer glren anyone any reason to bellere that I 
thought or believed iu any each Utopian Idea aa the crown of that prop¬ 
osition; and right here la the main point at issue between "Mephlato' 
and myself; he claiming thst no good dogs were Imported prior to 1870, 
or that none of their progeny now exist pure, I claiming that many 
good dogs were Imported prior to that date, and that plenty of their de¬ 
pendents still exist and In all Ibelr parity. 

Mr. Joseph Butler informs me that he has owned 
sitters manr years-a bitch Juno, Imported from the 
l)ake of Bedford's kennel over eighteen years ago 
was bred nine times, the pops each time taming oat well, and to use 
his own expression "probably more snipe had been shot over Juno's 
descendents than over any otfier strain of dogs around Chicago." The 
black and tan setters mentioned In my first article traced back to a 
first-class kennel in England owned by a nobleman whose uame I bare 
forgotten, and this was long prior to 1870. And the gentlemen owning 
these strains of setters are intelligent and Just as capable of keeping 
tbelr dogs pare as any one In England. 

Again be saya "pedigree has nerer been considered of auy 
importance whatever to American dog owners." This may 
be true enough, bat what la pedigree? It la simply the 
written evidence of purity and no more vitiates the purity of any 
breed than the fact that the Euglish constitution not bolng a written 
one ritiatee Its existence, and when you take into consideration that 
good pedigrees are so much more easily manufactured than good field 
performers perhaps we have not been to very far oat of the way In ig¬ 
noring them. 

In regard to the rather puerile assertion or Insinuation that 1 do not 
know one-tenth as much as Messrs. Larerack, Llewellln, et al. % on mat¬ 
ters canine, 1 are willing to admit the fact if it will be any satisfac¬ 
tion to "Mephlato"—and 1 suppose It is a satisfaction to "get one well 
in on the nob'* of your opponeut; and this was sach a palpable bit. 
But 1 believe It was Dr. Johnson who said that "a mao cither knows a 
thing himself, or kuows where he can get Information aboat It," and 
if 1 am not the happy possessor of the decimal fraction of knowledge 
alluded to, I am tolerably familiar with some of tbe works of Mr. Chas. 
Darwin on kiudred subjects, who. In his "Plants and Animals under 
Domestication," has probably given more attention and brought to 
hear more learning and scientific research on tbe breeding of animals 
than any—perhaps all tbe gentlemen above mentioned, and I wsa al¬ 
most going to say, than "Mepbisto" himself. 

Now the principles of breeding are the same the world over, and ap¬ 
ply to dogs aa well aa to all other domestic animals; and although Mr. 
Darwin mentions “Heredity," that la like producing like, as a very im¬ 
portant element; yet he saya intelligent selection iu bringing any breed 
up to given standard is a far more important one. 

It is this which makes tbe English thoroughbred horse superior to hla 
Arab tire. It ta this that has sent the short-horn back to Bugland after 
an Intelligent selection of fifty or seventy-five years, as was witnessed 
at the New York Mills sale of that breed of cattle not long since. It Is 
this that makes our American trotters (not "pure bred animals" 
either, Mephlato,) beat tbe world in their peculiar gait. 

American gentlemen have imported abort-horns and Improved them; 
they hare imported Merino sheep aud Improved them, so that farmers 
now go to Vermont instead of Spain for rams; they bare produced 
several new breeds of swine—tbe "Chester White" and the " Magic;" 
they have developed the speed of the trotting horse from 2:40 twenty- 
fire years ago to a—who will name the balance of the figures? and yet 
there were no American gentlemen (prior to 1870) owning dogs who 
knew enough either to keep their dogs pure or intelligently select from 
a pure breed! Wouldn't this Be rather a "pure-bred" asser¬ 
tion? As I said before, tbe mere fact that no record has 
been kept of an animal's purity need not thereby create doubts of Its 
parity if In the hands of intelligent men. The Arabs the acknowledgea 
breeders of the sires of tbe English thoroughbred bare no written pedi¬ 
grees ; they are mostly traditional; and yet the English Imported and 
bred from them. Why? Because they were the beet performer s at that 
time. It Is precisely this that our intelligent American sportsmen have 
been doing with dogs. 

They have bred from the best performers in tbe field, thereby carry¬ 
ing on a selection.unconsciously perhaps,and which may have possibly 
ignored form and probably color, bat which still had an eye to the 
main question la any case via: The production of a first class dog 
for held work and which I am happy to see, so able a sporting writer 
aa Mr. Burges now admits {vide Chicago Field of March 17th). Ag *lu 
the record shows that "these pleblans" have successfully disputed the 
pre-eminence of tbe blues on the bench; and 1 have just shown from 
the evidence of gentlemen mentioned in this and my former article 
that they breed true at least here In Chicago. What more can 
any reasonable man wish. And now in regard to that little match 
"for any sum over fire hundred dollars." 1 presume the sportsmen 
who read the Chicago Field will be more Interested In knowing who has 
the best dog than in knowing who bsa the most money, and I am ready 
to admit Mepbisto** superiority as to the latter. It la a long time to 
Oct lat or Aug 15th, but If 1 am iu Chicago aod my hitch la in condi¬ 
tion to run, 1 will run her for any reasonable amount that I can raise 
as proposed In my first article. National K. C. rules to govern, except 
neither dog is to score any points for breaking. Now, although 1 do not 
ask It. as l propose above to run on equal terms, it seems to me that tbe 
owner of one of "Le plus brave dea braves" of the blues would scorn to 
run hla “pare bred animal" against a dlsuised pleblan—a cur—on 
such terms. Hla cblvalric nature wilt give oads heavily, of coarse, es¬ 
pecially on "pace and style and dash, yon know," as these are the pecu 
liar strong points of the blues, so I am expecting from "Mepbisto" 
seventeen points tor pace, style and quartering per N. K. C. rule*.

Feeding Pumas and How to Ubb Gaelic.— Cleveland, O., March 
84, 1877. — Editor Chicago Field:—For feeding young puppies I would 
prefer the milk of one cow to thst obtained from the milkman. When 
shipping young puppies in warm weather, put Into tbe box a goodly 
quantity of fresh cut green grass; It will keep the little fellows cool and 
comfortable in tbe hottest weather. Tbe puppies should be fed just 
before being put ioto the box and aa often as they get hungry after¬ 
wards. 

I would give to a puppy four months old, large for his age. and. aa 
the word goes, healthy, as much garlic as Is contained In one nut once 
a day until you teo that It la working the bowels, which It will do in 
two or three daya; when discontinue for about two weeks. It can be 
concealed In a piece of liver about the alxe that a pup of that age can 
take at a gulp. There are savers! of these nuts in a pod. 

Onions are vary useful In more waya than one; they are an excellent 
alterative for doga when cooked in with the food. Moreover an ouion 
will remora warts from a dog's mouth aod lips when nothing else will. 
To apply It cut the onion and apply fresh to the wart. More warta can 
be removed and In leaa lima and with less expense than with the usual 
remedies a ligature and eoetlc. J. H. 

A fact worthy of note la that we recommended a gentleman who had 
three popples and had lost one by distemper, to give the two living 
onee garlic aa advised by our correspondent, which he did. A few daya 
after ooe of the puppies was attacked with distemper bat recovered, 
while the third which has been fed with garlic as J. H. recommends 
has escaped entirely, and from being the most delicate of the three has 
Improved wonderfully In health andbecome quite robust. -Ed. 


Thi Dht Kabtb Cuma. —Washington City, D. C„ March 81,1877.— 
Editor Chicago Field Iu an answer to an enquirer you advise the 
aae of tallow in dressing wounds in dogs, particularly, however. In ref* 
erence to the ooe mentioned aa having been Injured by an animal trap. 
1 had a small black and tan very much torn by soother dog last Bum¬ 
mer, and after ualog grease with no perceptible advantage, 1 tried tbe 
dry earth core with Immediate effect. This dry earth we have plenti¬ 
fully In Bnmmer, and may be had In Winter by taking clay—prefera¬ 
bly red clay, not sand, nor loam-dry by or over e slow fire and 
reduce to an Impalpable powder. First wash out the wound with caa- 
tile eoap and blood-wana water, dry with a soft linen ng, and apply 
the dry earth or dual plentifully. One washing will suffice, bat tbe 

K wfier may be applied eeveral times a day I think tfila method will 
found very beoeficia) In eld wounds.

Bditob Chicago Field:—I beg Mr. Snelleaburg't> pardon for ''step¬ 
ping on hla toes"— if I have done to. I had no such intention. But 
how was I to know be "put up," or made allowance for "aoything of the 
age of 16 months in Mr. Von Cullo's kennel?" He refuted Mr. Von 
Culta'a remarks iu an another paper than the Chicago t ibld. Had he 
not have done so I might have been better posted. Following Mr. Von 
Culin's remarks were several other challenges without forfeit being 
put up; consequently I judged his by the rest, or more properly through 
lack of knowledge. I am very well aware, Mr. Editor, 
that a challenge la no challenge unless accompanied by a 
forfeit. I have been on the turf loo loog for that, I 
I Issued no challenge to 'Ortyx Chicagoonsts," but my last line to 
"John" may be interpreted as a challenge. When 1 wrote it, however, 
1 did not intend ft for such, but meant that a challenge from John" 
would be agreeable to me, inough ray words conveys different im¬ 
pression. 1 admit. But admitting It to be a challenge, is It any of Mr. 
Snellenburg'e "funeral" whether 1 "put up" or not? "Ortyx Chicago 
ensis" challenged me, therefore Mr. S.'s advice could with equal pro¬ 
priety bo applied to him. 

1 am unable to comprehend in what manuer he "backed down,'' Mr 
Von Culin. In Mr. Von Culin's reply he saya: "I own uo blue blood 
of proper age to run with Mr. S.’s dog." I fall to see the "back¬ 
down. Supposing Mr. Voo Culin had run other than a Blanket pup 
against Sam, and should have been beaten, would that have proven or 
dlsproven the point at Issue? I think not. Mr. 8.. we all have "tender 
spots." but 1 deem you are a Mule "off" on this point. 

By your last Issue I see ''John" has a word for me in regard to a shoe. 
He is referred to a word or two above on this question. When the 
open season arrives a challenge will be acceptable from him; or, If be 
gives me assurance of an acceptance, I will do tbe challenging, and 
"put up" a forfeit. 

And now a parting word to all advocates of native stock. Mr. Burgee ’ 
last letter in this paper la respectfully submitted to your perusal. 
He admits s native may be as good In tbe field as a blue blood. sto do 
I, and my former letters do not disprove me. But he falls to recognize 
in a dog of no breedlog those propagating qualities alone to be round 
in a thoroughbred animal. Any man versed In the science of breeding 
will not refute this claim, and those who will do so, do It through pure 
Ignorance or prejudiced views. Tbere has been enough said In tbe 
columns of Lhe sporting press on this subject to convince anyone. If 
native men still fall to admit tbe superiority of the "blues," let them 
hold their peace, and not betray tbelr Ignorance on a subject clear to 
all Intelligent and experienced minds. It Is laughable to see some of 
these men cry so loudly against "blue blood" who have never handled 
or bred one of theee animals, but which, I will wager ten to one, a great 
majority of them would trade or exchange their natives for had they tbe 
opportunity presented. Again I say, drop this controversy; If your 
doga are what yon claim, let them by tbelr performance prove It. 
Should they fall, the fall, I assure yon, will not be half eo great. 

And right here a word to the pointer men. I will wager two to one 
that tbe majority of sportsmen of extensive experience will say tbe 
setter Is tbe mors lasting’ dog. I bars used both; shot over both from 
Northern Michigan to the plains of Texas, and I think 1 
am aa qualified aa any person to judge of tbelr 
comparative merits. I ear give me the aetter every day In tbe week. Tbelr 
noee la equally good and they are phyaloally a better dog for wear aod 
tear than tbe pointer. In Louisiana, tbe home of "Kit KTIIbird," 1 am 
free to adroit a pointer la tbe more preferable animal, bnt If that corre¬ 
spondent will try the shooting afforded by the Northern and North 
western State*, hs will quickly perceive the excellence of the setter 
over tbe pointer, lint on ibis subject, also, euough has been said. 1 
abould suggest a rest. 

I am pleased to see your editorial Indorsement of bolding field trials In 
Iowa. I have dons considerable shooting In that State, though not In 
the Imaedlate vicinity of Hampton, and feel confident that a trial on 
chickens In that State will be attended with aven greater success than 
that at Memphis last year. Keen ft before the people, Mr. Editor, and I 
am sure a fielu trial In Iowa will become a fixed Institution In tha

COUNTINC THE CHICKENS BEFORE THEY ARE 
> HATCHED. 

Our correspondent "Eland” culls us to account for what 
he considers a premature decision in favor of Hampton, 
Iowa, for the September field trials on prairie chickens. We 
recognize the force of “Eland’s” argument against deter¬ 
mining at such an early date the locution for the trials, and 
also that his construction of our comments on the subject 
is incorrect. 

When wc proposed that field trials should be held on 
prairie chickens in either Iowa, Indiana, Illinois 
or Missouri, wc solicited from our readers the 
advantages the various localities possessed, stating 
that after the evidence was in we would submit 
the case to the National Kennel Club at its next annual 
meeting, when the place offering the best advantages would 
bo selected. What these requisites are wc defined—good 
hotel accommodations, accessibility by railroads, and 
though Iasi, not least, plenty of game. OfaUthe places 
which have been proposed, Hampton by more than 8 lo 7 
has the preference. 

While we recognized this fact, and now believe 
Hampton will be the place decided on, still we 
did not stale that Hampton had been selected; and if 
"Eland” will read over our remarks he will find we 
staled we believed the Iowa trials a fixed fact, and Hamp¬ 
ton to be both a convenient and suitable place for holding 
them. Before the Club meets there will be time sufficient 
to gel some idea of what the pros|iects for prairie chickens 
around Hampton will be, and should il prove that the ad¬ 
vocates of Hampton have been counting the chickens before 
they are hatched, then the next best place will be chosen. 

There is one thing certain, field trials on chickens will 
be held during September next, and we have but little 
doubt that the right place will be selected. 

It is a great gratification to us to find 

our proposition so thoroughly indorsed by our constit¬ 
uents, among which Eland was one of the foremost. Field 
trials are what we need, and wc feel satisfied th it before 
very long in the West alone we shall have several during 
the season. Once established, they will not only hold their 
own but will become each year more popular. We need 
them, for they put lo a practical test the theories of the 
show bench. The sportsman's dog is the dog which can 
show the best field work, be he pedigreed or not. The 
breeder’s dog is a different dog altogether; blood—pedigree— 
and form, as well ns field performances, must 
be considered, for the best field dog may be 
a chance dog. ill bred and not able to transmit to 
his progeny tits good qualities. No breeder, therefore, 
could venture to breed to such a dog unless he knew from 
what he was descended, as by so doing he may introduce a 
stain into his strain that it would require years to breed out 
again. Nor can the breeder be satisfied with bench show 
honors alone, for the most symmetrical animal on the bench 
may in the field be the veriest cur. That a certain form is 
characteristic and indicative of a well bred and a good field 
dog is undoubtedly true, for it is as silly to suppose that 
symmetry of form and good field qualities arc not combined, 
and that in order lo be a good field dog be must be an ill- 
shaped brute, as to suppose that the symmetrical thorough¬ 
bred must in speed give way to his less shapely rival. 

To suppose that perfection of form is gained at the sacri¬ 
fice of other qualities, is to reverse the natural order of 
things and to stamp the laws of nature as fallacious. On 
the contrary, for accomplishing certain purposes, certain 
conditions urc necessary—this is a provision of nature—and 
unless these conditions are present in the form of the ani¬ 
mal, it cannot meet what is required of it and must in a trial 
give place to the one which possesses them. The experi¬ 
enced horseman looking at a horse forms his conclusions of 
his speed and staying qualities from what? Form. The 
experienced and practical judge of a dog forms his conclu¬ 
sions from what? Form. Both may be deceived when the 
animals of their selection are put to the practical test—work; 
but lhat is no argument against the theory. The principle 
is sound; there are exceptions to all rules and what may fail 
in one instance is likely to succeed in ninety-nine. This, 
therefore, is what the breeder has to look to. The sports¬ 
man looks to practical results; the dog for him is the most 
killing dog. The one over which he can get the most num¬ 
ber of points in the day and can stand the work for the 
greatest, number of days is the dog for him. Ho leaves 
breeding problems to be solved by the breeder; he proves 
them. 

In conclusion, as these trials will be held under the 
National Americnn Kennel Club’s auspices we would sug¬ 
gest lo our friends in Iowa interested in them that it would be 
wise for them to join the Club at its next annual meeting, ns 
their assistance would be of great value; wc should, there¬ 
fore, be most happy to present the names of those who 
desire lo join. 

Tub State Bill. —Following the example of New York 
State, a bill is before the Illinois State Legislature prohibit¬ 
ing pool Belling. The anti-pool-box fever Is likely to be¬ 
come epidemic In the various State legislatures. It will be 
rather umusiug lo witness the journals, now so blantant in 
their virtuous pretensions, before long receding from their 
untenable positions. 


RETURNING WISDOM. 

Our cotemporary, the Turf, Field and Farm, begins lo 
realize the error it has made in its broad and sweeping de¬ 
mand for the abolition of the pool box from the 
race trucks. Lost week we quoted its comments on the 
bill (or the purpose before the New York State Legislature. 

A retrospect at previous comments is of interest at the pres¬ 
ent time. In its issue of March 2d we find 

"In striking at th« pool-room*, th* Leglalatur* h*a struck at th* pool 
box on chartered trick*. A* tho pool cominiHalona bave Amounted lo 
a good deal at each meeting, it i* not *nrprl»lug that the managers of 
there track* nUould feel somewhat nervous a* to future profit*. We 
believe that they over estimate the danger. It I* our opinion that tbc 
lo** In three per cent, commission* will he more thau counterbalanced 
by Increased attendance. The religious sentiment Is *11 pervading, all 
powerful, In tbie i-onntry. It le opposed to the pool box; there Is a 
stigma attached to tble kind of betting which enu be wiped out ouly by 
wlpiug out tho system." 

* , . , a * * • a 

"We are not of those who believe that our magnificent trotting parks 
will be rendered worthless by the Legislature's raid ou the pool box 
Wc take a much brighter, and. as wc think, a souuder view of the situ¬ 
ation." 

Turning tolls next issue. March ilth, we find the following; 
"The mnuagers of our trotting parks will be shorn of Itae three per 
Cent, commissions; but. It we mistake not, they will count an Increase 
of gate receipt*. The full receipts ofthe new p dicy may nol be experi¬ 
enced this year, ns It will take a little time for them to mature; but 
next year the advantages will be apparent," 

The natural inference of the reader from these 
remarks, together with those we quoted last week, 
would be that our eoteinporary was fully satisfied that 
the effect on the race tracks in the Slate of New York by 
the abolishment of the pool box must be lo materially bene¬ 
fit them. And, were we not told that the passage of the bill 
would "bring to the front tho geullemun stakeholder ol the 
olden lime!” To suppose that our colempornry was not 
sincere in its convictions would be lo accuse it of giving ex¬ 
pression lo sentiments it believed not in. And yet we find 
il hard lo dissuade ourselves that such is not (he fact since 
we fuil to be able to reconcile its previous statements with 
the following from its last issue; 

"In striking at the Mutuals and at the pool-sellers who brought semi 
dul ttpou the Presidential election lust Fall, the Legislature should 
bear in mind that chartered race track* are uol tho olteuder*. Ou these 
tracks au effort is made to keep the betting under more or less control. 
Safeguards are furnished which are unknown to the lievused rooms of 
the city. Simple Justice requires that we should auv this, regardless of 
the opinions we msy entertain as to the effect that the uboltshiueut of 
pool-selling will have upon the turf." 

Why, may wc ask, if our cotemporary I relieves lhat the 
tracks will lie so much benefited by the abolishment 
of the pool box, should it request the legislature to ex¬ 
empt them from the provisions of the bill. Rather shou'd 
it not on the contrary urge the legislature to stand linn to 
its original intention. If the legislature so regard its re¬ 
quest, what is lo become of those “gentlemen who are fond 
of horses, who possess the means and who are sensitive to 
the charge of lending themselves to the gambling mania," 
whose entries were lo fill up the deficiency; and will not the 
moral community bo kept away from attending the meet¬ 
ings at the chartered tracks for the same reusou as though 
Lhcy were not chartered; or will the fact that the tracks 
on which the pools are Bold are chartered be 
sufficient to blunt their sensitiveness to the charge 
of lending themselves to the gambling mania. Further, 
bow does our cotemporary reconcile its statement tbut "on 
these tracks an effort is made lo keep the betting under 
more or less control” with its statement last week that “with 
the noisy and offensive system of betting eradicated, there 
will be less scandals, because less incentive to jobbing,” 
And what is to become of that great boon, "the gcnlleman- 
siakeholdcr of the olden time?” The fact is doubtless fresh 
in the memories of many that frequently "the gentleman 
stakeholder" could not be found after a race. He therefore 
often was not a gentleman—a fact which, pethaps, begins 
to dawn on the mind of our eoteinporary. 

The question which suggests itself is: Is wisdom return 
ing to our cotomporury ? 

That our view of the absurd position of those journals 
which nre advocating the abolishment of the pool box Is en¬ 
tertained by practical horsemen, we quote the following 
which we have received from one of the deepest thiukers 
and soundest minds in the country on all matters pertaining 
to the trotting turf: 

"To me It seem* that the Journals In Park Row havs pursued an incen¬ 
diary policy as lo pool selling. It seems to he generally conceded that 
the prohibition hill now before the New York Legislature will be 
come a law. 'for each a statute, the great racing parks ot the Empire 
State will regard themselves iudebted to s considerable degree to Park 
Row. We are now to have a practical test whether successful racing Is 
separable from the pool box. I have no hesitation In expressing the 
opinion that this proposed stetnte will deetroy the prestige of Buffalo, 
Rochester, Utica, Poughkeepsie and Fleetwood as great trottlug parks. 
Nor can Jerome Park and Saratoga eacape. This year will furniah 
abundant proof upoo this point. Buffalo and those of her associate 
State aasoclatlona will b* great failures the present sesaon; after which 
the gates will remain closed until some material modification of this 
statute can be procured. 

The mill* that have ground the corn for Park Row have been de 
stroyed by torches of their own furnishing. With no Important trot¬ 
ting evonla between New York city and Cleveland, It will be a difficult 
matter indeed, for the Spirit of tfir Timet and the Turf, Field and 
Farm to maintain their poeitlou* as national turf Journals. In a very 
great measure they must he contented with New England, with New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania added and New York omitted. To the 
Chicaoo Field will legitimately belong the great Weat. 
The districts, comparatively considered, are very unequal. 
With the exception of Sprlngffeld. Hartford, Boston, Prov¬ 
idence and perhaps Philadelphia, Park Row can derive bat little 
turf support in It* own territory proper. For the Chioaoo Field, It 
can contemplate with satisfaction the great Wait aa It* legitimate pos¬ 
session, with Its tracks and horses ontnamberlDg sli fold those of the 
East. 

The smashing np of the Incompetent and corrupt ring that la run 
ntng the National Association for Its own benefft and that of It* 
friend*, la no*r *t hand. "The organs’ will meet with another serlons 
to** from thi* quarter It will be a neceaalty for the Weat to organise 
Indepeudetly at *n early day lo properly fo«t*r the breeding and turf 
internet*. The error* of the National Association should 
be avoided. Competency and houesty are pre-req¬ 
uisite quallBcatlone for It* Judiciary which will be 

appropriated by the host* of Weatern turfmen that have had no 
rights that tbo present officers ofthe National Assoeiallou have thought 
proper to protect. These host* comprise tnrfroeo who have been Inter 
ested In probably a hundred different cases directly or Indirectly 
commencing perhape with tbs tmuffrmatlon or eapulslon of DeWItt 0 
Hnilth. and ending possibly with the squeeslng of Parker Wlueman 
and othera for payment of entries, which upon the ex parte statement of 
the claimants, did not present more than a mere shadow of legality. 
It la possible that the prnpar time for an Independent Weatern Asao 
elation Is at hand and the writer would be glad to hear the opinions of 
the Chioaoo Field's readers through Its columns,"

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A Visit to Key West. 


[CONTINUND.] 

BY C. J. MAYNARD. 

The most prominent buildings in the northern section of 
the city of Key West are the uew barracks for the soldiers. 
They ore composed of several neat two-story edifices taste¬ 
fully arranged about a fine green. There is a regiment 
quartered here to be in rendezvous to gurrison the fort at the 
southern end of the island. This fort is quite large, occu¬ 
pying about two acres of land. It is built upon a partially 
artificial islet communicating with the larger key by a 
bridge, and is at present uncompleted. The foundation 
was laid in 1846, but the hurricane of that November de¬ 
stroyed it. it was recommenced and gradually progressed 
until about four years ago, when the work came to a stand¬ 
point. Two other forts connected by a railroad were be¬ 
gun six years ago, and partly completed. These are situ¬ 
ated on the eastern shore of the island,one about a mile to the 
north of the first, and the other about two miles. All these 
.structures are of bricks which were brought either from 
Charleston, 8. 0., or from Pensacola, Fla., at a great ex¬ 
pense. At the time when the last forts were being erected 
the yellow fever was raging in Key West, and a high price 
was paid for labor to induce men to live upon the key. 
Thus it was that a good round sum was expended to bring 
these fortifications to their present condition. Indeed I 
have been informed by good authority that they cost no less 
than $18,000,000. As a dozen balls from the guns of any of 
the monitors lying in the harbor would shatter the brick 
walls as if they were made of paste-board, even if they were 
completed, it is highly probable that they will long remain 
as they are, a monument to the mismanagement of govern¬ 
ment officials. 

Key West can boast of but few fine buildings, although 
the houses are very pretty being surrounded by cocoa nut, 
date, and oleander trees. The streets are regularly laid out 
hut in poor repair. During heavy showers pedestrians are 
frequently obliged to wade to the knees in water, side¬ 
walks being an almost unheard-of institution, especially in 
the back streets. A drain has been dug for the purpose of 
relieving the streets of some of the surplus water during 
Hoods, but I do not think it is of much use for this purpose. 
The inhabitants consider it a line place in which to deposit 
their rubbish and it has to be opened at stated periods to re¬ 
move it, when a variety of objects are fished out. At tbc 
last opening a negro’s body was discovered among the debrie. 

The city is supplied with churches of three denomina¬ 
tions, viz: Baptist, Methodist and Catholic. The latter 
appeara to he in the most flourishing condition. A colony 
of nuns of the order of the Children of St. Mary, from 
Canada, have recently been established here. They have 
purchased one of the barracks and have refitted it as a min 
nery. They have organized a school for the benefit of 
young ladies, and another for the colored children of both 
sexes. The whole is under the. charge of a French Cana¬ 
dian priest. 

The grounds about the convent are gradually being 
brought under cultivation. The soil on the souihcru cod of 
the island is good and is capable of producing a great va 
riety of fruits and vegetables. As the climate is nearly 
that of the tropics, the same fruits grown 
there are also raised here. Lappodillas, pomegranates, hog 
plums, sugar apples, paw-paws, plantains, banana*, main- 
mel apples, tamarinds, figs, oranges, lemons, limes, dates 
and cocoa nuts may be seen growing plentifully in the gar¬ 
dens of the city, or on the plantations in the outskirts. 
Sweet potatoes arc grown to some extent, but only a small 
portion of the key is devoted to agriculture. 

A large plantation on which sist-hcinp was formerly cul¬ 
tivated is still to be seen, but it has grown up to bushes, al¬ 
though many of the plants are now in a thriving condition. 
This is a peculiar plant, and is allied to the century plant 
before described. A machine haa been invented for sepa¬ 
rating the pulp of the leaves from the fibre which is said (o 
make excellent hemp. 1 have been informed that over $800 
worth can be raised to the acre. But like many other en¬ 
terprises of like nature which are experimented upon in the 
South, it has become a thing of the past; it is nevertheless 
cited as something which might have been done if circum¬ 
stances had only permitted. Yet 1 think the cultivation of 
this plant might prove profitable if anyone would undertake 
it who possessed sufficient energy to force the refractory 
circumstances to serve instead of governing him. 

Mr. John R. Bartlett, United Stales Commissioner, con¬ 
nected with the Mexican boundary survey,which was made in 
1830. '51, ’32 and ’53, speaking of the value of this plant, says: 

"Mttcal, or aguardiente, is a spirituous liquor of great 
strength, much more so than our strongest whisky. It is 
obtained from the bulb or a root of the margu&ry, or 
agave Mexicana, and is the common alcoholic drink of the 
country. The process of making this liquor is us follows: 
A hole is first dug some ten or twelve feet in diameter, and 
is lined with stones. Upon this u fire is buit and kept up 
until the stones are thoroughly healed. A layer of moist 
grass is then thrown upon the stones, and on this arc piled 
the stones of the marguary, which vary in size from one's 
head to a half bushel measure, resembling huge unions. 
These arc again covered with a thicker layer of grass; and 
the whole are allowed to remain until they are thoroughly 
baked." They are then removed to large leather bags,and wa¬ 
ter is poured on them to produce fermentation. At the end of a 
week the bags are emptied of the marguary and its liquor, 
which, after undergoing the process of distillation, is ready 
for use." 

"But the meical is the least important of the uses to which 
the marguary is applied. When the stem is tapped there 
flows from it a juice which, on being fermented, produces 
the pulque, a favorite beverage in central and lower Mexi¬ 
co, though little known in the Northern States From the 
flbtcs of Its massive leaves, which grow to five or six feet in 
length, and two inches in thickness, is spun a stout thread, 
which is again doubled, and twisted into ropes. Next a 
heavy bagging is made of it, similar to Hint in 
which our coffee comes to market. Again, the 
more delicate leaves are rolled up into balls, and 
these, on being pounded, form a lather which answers the 
purpose of soap. It is likewise used to a great extent as a 
thatch. The younger leave* are eagerly eaten by cattle; 
and it is said that the minute particles of silica in its slem 
render it, when cut longitudinally into strips, an excellent 
substitute for a razor strop. But there is yet another use to 
which it is applied, viz as an article of food. For this pur-

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pose the bulbs or roots are baked in the ashes, orin the same 
manner as in making aguardiente, and the outer skin stripped 
on. It is then sweet, and rather pleasant to the taste, and 
is exclusively used by the Indians on the Gila as well as by 
the Mexicans on the Rio Grande, who are ion lazy to culti¬ 
vate the soil and raise corn. The engineers attached to the 
commission told me that the entire Mexican population at 
I residio del Norte, consisting of n thousand souls, bad no 
other food for over six months. I afterwards saw the agave 
used as food by the Apaches, the Pimos, the Coe.o-Mari- 
co B* s i and the Diegenos, on the shores of the Pacific." 

That portion of the southern extremity or the key not oc¬ 
cupied by plantations is covered by a luxuriant growth of 
vegetation. Barge trees grow here, generally madeirawood, 
a species of mahogony; hut they have all been cut awuy for 
the purpose of sbip-huilding. Now the trees are small aud 
a nearly impenetrable thicket of shrubs aud different 
species of cacti grow beneath them. Three of the last 
mentioned plants are found in abundance, the common 
prickly pears which some limes cover whole acres so thickly 
as to prevent man or beast from passing through them, a 
triangular climbing species, and a large round one that 
grows in clusters, sometimes reaching the height of 20 feet. 

The soil at the northern end of the island is poor, barely 
covering the rocks, which are quite exposed on the coast. 
A little grass and a few dwarfed trees and shrubs comprise 
the vegetation of the interior. A few straggling mangrove 
bushes grow upon the wave-washed corul rocks,"clinging to 
them by long snaky roots which are thrust into the cracks 
or coiled around projecting points. A rude road extends 
through this portion of the key from the city; but there is not 
a house above the salt works. 

The inhabitants of this city of the Gulf, aside from tour¬ 
ists, government officers and their families, aud a few 
Northern gentlemen who have business here, are divided 
into three classes: The natives who were born on the island 
or have lived here since its settlement, tlie emigrants from 
the Bahamas, called "Couches," and the tecenlly located 
Cubans. 

The first class, by right of priority to the soil, considered 
the others intruders, aud do not associate with them. Bike 
all people who seldom leave their birth place, they have 
nothing with which to compare their city, and therefore 
think it the finest in the world. These sovereigns of the 
soil may be known by their stately swing ns thev walk the 
streets. They arc usually Industrious anil some have ac¬ 
quired considerable wealth 

In the waters around the Florida Keys and Bahama 
Islands grows a large species of inoltusk called the "conch 
shells” (.StrombiM gig ax) The inhabitants of the Bahamas 
eat the animal found in this shell and gather 
them in large numbers for this purpose. Consequently 
a great many shells accumulate about their bouses. When 
lhc.se are first taken from the water they are dark colored 
externally and pink internally, but after being blenched in 
the hot sun they become pure white. As has been remarked, 
these snowy musical instruments of the Tritons accumulate 
rapidly, consequently arc looked upon as nuisances by the 
worthy Bahamiaus. Nevertheless, upon an eventful occa¬ 
sion they not only proved useful, hut gave to those who live 
upon these sea-girt islands a name so characteristic they 
bear it to this day. This happened as follows: 

Years ago, when or how the story docs not designate, a 
great war came about in these islands, and Nassau was laid 
under st-ige. Who tbc coemv was that thus besieged this 
fair city 1 do not know. Suffice it to sav that he was there, 
and well the brave fishermen of Providence Isle for a time 
withstood him. But at last provisions failed, and being on 
the verge of starvation they, of a sudden, concluded to sur¬ 
render. A flag of truce -vas sought after, but no banner or 
resemblance of one of the spotless white requisite for the 
occasion, could tie procured. The good governor of the 
city was in dispnir, for no one could attract the attention of 
the enemy and cause him to cease firing, without this em¬ 
blem. Such were the conditions of affairs, when a stalwart 
fisherman stepped forward aud volunteered as emissary. 
His services were accepted, the gates were thrown open, 
and the brave man emerged carrying a huge white conch 
shell on a pole. At the appearance of this unique signal 
the guns ceased firing and the messenger was allowed to 
proceed with safely into the lines of the beseigers where 
satisfactory terms were negotiated. 

The novel banucr, however, did not pass without remark, 
and ns the story was frequently told by the conquerors! 
the name of the shell borne that day and of those whom it 
represented became confused, and finally the same cogno¬ 
men was applied indiscriminately to both. Thus the name 
or “Conch,” which at first was given to the inhabitants of 
New Providence only, in the course of time extended to all 
the other islands, and clings to them wherever they go. In¬ 
deed, l have heard somewhere that they have borne this 
title so long that occasionally one will be born with a hard 
shell on his back like that worn by the animal from which 
they derive their name. I do not intend to make this state¬ 
ment as truth, but in these days of mermaids and great sea 
serpents any thing or anybody may suffer a sea change. 

Shortly after the U. 8 government decided to establish a 
naval station lit Key West, a colony of these people settled 
there, and since that period they have emigrated largely. 
They now form un important element of the city. A por¬ 
tion of the town was chosen by them ns their home, and 
others gathering around, have formed quite a large village 
which is called 'Conch Town.” From Key West they grad¬ 
ually settled the other keys, and now there is scarcely an 
island along the reef that does not contain one or more of 
their bouses. They are very unsettled, however, moving 
quite frequently from key to key. They do not look upon 
this section of the country as a borne, but always speak of 
the “Bahamas” as being an earthly paradise to which they 
expect soon to return and spend the remainder of their lives. 

Their ancestors were English which accounts for a habit 
these people have of substituting H for I in conversation. 
They also observe the custom of tbc old country in keeping 
Christmas as a grand holiday. They are strict in the obser¬ 
vance of the Sabbath; nothing will induce them to work on 
that day. I have known of instances where a party out on 
a cruise would not strike a turtle that they passed over on 
that day, although they were hungry and had no provision 
on hoard. 

They are generally industrious if anything presents itself 
that, they can do readily but hardly have enough energy to 
search for employment. They arc the fisherman of Key 
West as well as turllers. Swinging and wrecking arc how¬ 
ever their principle employment 
Fishes are easily taken within a short distance of the 
market. Turlies arc much harder to procure, especially the 
green species. These are taken in Winter by striking. A 
small vessel having a crew of from three to six men sails 
into some one of tbe sballow bays among the keys and 
drops anchor. Then two men take a "dingy " (a smalt boat) 


and start off tn search of turtles. One stands in the bow 
provided with a long pole at the end of which is a piece of 
iron sharpened into a square peg about two inches long 
Ibis iron which is simply fastened to the pole friction 
tight, lias one end of a long cord attached to it, which 
pusses up the pole into the hand of the man and the remain¬ 
der is neatly coiled at his feet. The other man who stands 
in the Btern also has a pole, but it is for the purpose of pro¬ 
pelling tbe boat. They proceed silently and cautiously to 
pole out into the buy. Soon a turtle comes 
up in sight “to blow" (f. e. to breath), then instantly sinks 
again. But Ibis is all our hunters want. The boat’s prow 
is quickly turned toward the spot and without a sound they 
glide rapidly toward it. As they near tbe animal be suits 
hastily away stirring up the mud behind him for conceal¬ 
ment, but by so doing only leaving a trail by which thev can 
follow him. 

The boats speed is increased and tbe swiftly moving tur 
lie takes a zig-zag course to escape, but all in vain; just as 
he turns the boat turns as quickly too, he is overtaken, the 
pole with its iron head whistles through the air, into the 
water, and striking the victim in the buck tbc peg is hurried 
deeply and firmly into the shell. As the peg strikes him 
the turtle increases his speed, whioh causes the pole to slip 
from its socket aud float to the surface. The man iu the 
bow pays out line until the turtle stops from exhaustion aud 
want of air. The boat is drawn up to him and he is raised 
to the surface by means of the line, seized by the flippers 
and drawn in. Once in, the peg is withdrawn and he is laid 
on his back from which position he is unable to move, lie 
is taken to the vessel and the men proceed for others. Tur¬ 
tles weighing from three to four hundred pounds are fre¬ 
quently taken in in this manner. 

Not only green tuitles arc thus obtained, but also the log¬ 
ger-head and hawks-bill. The two first are line catiug es¬ 
pecially the green, but the hawks-bill is taken only for the 
shell, which forms the tortoise-shell of commerce. In some 
instances the scales arc removed with a hot knife while the 
animal is living, but the majority are killed and tbe whole 
shell removed.

Milwaukee Notes.

Editor Chicago FiiciId; —Spring shooting in VViscousin 
is almost upon us; the snow and ice is fast disappearing 
under the influence of warm sunshine, and the streams and 
marshes will soon be open, and again inhabited hy duck 
and snipe, which will be from ten to fifteen days later than 
usual with us. Our sportsmen are beginning to look over 
their tackle and see that their shooting-irons are iu good 
condition, while they fondly dwell over anticipations of the 
good time coming, when they can pursue such game as the 
law does not cover during the Spring season. While rumi¬ 
nating over these things 1 dropped into J. 0. Welles' gun em¬ 
porium, where the sportsmen of the city usually congregate, 
to trade yarns, discuss game aud the game laws of this and 
other States. A respectable number were present; they 
were talking over the disappointments they had experienced 
from year to year, because of the game laws not having 
been observed, particularly as regarded woodcock aud prai¬ 
rie chicken. They had gone out on the expiration of the 
law, only to find that the grounds had been thoroughly 
hunted over a few days before. While thus discussing, one 
enthusiast produced a paper, and holding it up exclaimed: 
‘Now here is a good thing, something to the purpose, 
which corresponds exactly with the scintillations of the pen¬ 
dulum of ray intellect." I got a view of the paper, aud found 
it to be a copy of a circular issued and signed hy ihii ly- 
nme respectable residents of Mukwonugo, a place 
some thirty miles from Milwaukee. The list of 
signatures was headed by that sportsman and thorough gen¬ 
tleman, your correspondent—"Treble Wedge Fast,” and 
read as near as may be, about as follows: We, tbe under¬ 
signed, residents of Mukwonago, and vicinity, do hereby 
promise, declare and say, that we will not, in any manner 
whatever, break or violate the laws of our State, for the 
preservation of game and fish; and that we will prosecute, 
or cause to be prosecuted, to tbe full extent of the law any 
person or persons found violating the same. 

Now, there has for the last few years, been so many laws 
enacted (and the following yenr amended) for the protection 
or fish aud game, without any effort ou the part of the peo¬ 
ple iu observe or enforce the same, that it is truly refresh 
mg and encouraging, to know that thirty-nine gentleman 
have obligated themselves to see to it that tbe law shall no 
longer be a dead letter, in their locality at least. 

As an evidence that, these thirty-nine gentlemen mean 
what they say, and purpose—I am informed, that they have 
already caused three respected citizens of Eagle, to appear 
before a justice of tbe pence to show cause why they should 
not individually pay a line of $5 and costs for violation of 
the law for the preservation of fish. I agree with tbe en¬ 
thusiast before mentioned, this is a move in the right direc¬ 
tion, and for one would like to see the example set hy these 
Mukwonugo sportsmen, followed by sportsmens clubs 
and sportsmen generally, throughout tbe Stale. Then, 1 
am sure there would soon lie no lack of good shooliug and 
fair bags during tbc bunting seasons. 

I have been making inquiry of all whom I have met from 
the country, and most especially of railway men in regard 
to quail and partridge. And I am happy to say they all 
give encouraging reports. They say that so far us they arc 
able to judge from the numbers seen, quail aud partridge 
have wintered well, and show themselves in fair numbers 
aud lively. Blue Jay.

There is ft niche in the memory of every sportsman which 
conceals the thoughts of many u happy hour, of many a joy- i 
ous (lay spout with a boon companion, or ftlono it may be, 
and which, if once opened, lets forlh ft flood of light to 
brighten his momenta of meditation. Our thoughts veiled . 
with the mist of other days, come back, some to make us .. 
glad, some to make us sad, but mine, to night, of deeds by 
field and flood only seem to clothe those days with a never

The gamely glorious Bummer ’■ 
duck, king in beauty of our aquatic birds, made hts adieu 
long lime ago, and the last echo of the “haunking geese, 
as they cleaved the air with their wedge shaped squadrons ^ 
has died away. _ . . i, 

V el deserted as we are, the fishy sheldrake still swims in - 
the glades of our ponds and rivers, the lordly ruffed grouse 
wanders upon our southern hillsides, and in our sunlit 
valleys the blue jay chatters and screeches about Borne favor¬ 
ite corn-crib, and at every thaw the crows call from some 
naked tree top. . , . ,, , 

The room wherein I sit bespeaks a sportsman s home, flly 
“Fox" rests snugly in its case, and my setters, their glossy 
coats reflecting the light like rich mahoganv, lie stretched 
upou the rugs before me, dreaming, most likely, of October 
scenes, of the Ringing of the breech-loaders, the falling of ^ 
the mottled woodcock and the resounding thud of the gamy 
grouse, even as l dream, in reverie. To break the Bpeli 
would be a shame, and so my thoughts go back to the first 
day spent in our Centennial year with friends among the 
grouse aod woodcock. Had 1 the magic quill of a Guido . 
to portray my recollections, more than I would be thankful 
for the gift. However it is not well for one to spurn that 
little which he has. 

As the mist rises from the scenes of that day, two counte- 
nances shine forth, those of friends; one dear from an inti¬ 
macy begotten in a college course, linked as we were by j 
congenial tastes, 

"The path by which we twain did go. 

Which led by tracts that pleased na well, 

Through four sweet yean* aroae and fell, 

From Bower to flower, from snow to snow;’ 
the other esteemed from a friendship not so long but 
just as firm, the companion of a month's sojourn among the 
woods and waters of the Adirondacks. 

1 wonder if ever a trio of sportsmen started for the field 
happier lhau we, or if a fairer morning lighted sportsmen 
to their work in a New England cover. 

A touch of frost during the night just uassed has tinged 
the rank herbage with a glittering moisture and whitened the 
planks along the old bridge. As the blue gray of the morn- 
lug light gives way to the splendor of that “rosy-fingcrcd 
Aurora of which the Grecians sung, we are starling 
for the cover, lingering here and there to take 
in our fill of the peep o’day among the hills, valleys, streams 
and woodlands of New England. It was worth a king s 
ransom to look upon such a scene. We cross the bridge 
beneath which the Sucar struggles and tumbles among the 
rocks sending up elouds of spray, and pass down along a 
narrow, winding path till we reach the flat of alders; to our 
right the river, to our left a bluff, then back from that a 
plateau of pines, birches and willows. 

Separating, we beat the covers, my friends above upon 
the tfut, I, down on the little belt of land that keeps pace 
with the windings of the river and for twenty rods bolds its 
own till crowded by the bluff above to a mere point, then 
the river bank. “Mark! mark!” and with a noise like the 
starting of a rocket, the bird king of our forests starts from 
before the white dog's point and is off, for he, “like time 
and tide waits for no man." A single sharp report, and 
askant from the bank above comes the wing 
tipped bird down; past me into a bunch 
of brakes he pitches, and with a flutter ts 
off through the underbrush and out of (sight. The dog that 
finds and retrieves him now will be no novice. "Is he 
down?” “Yes, and off with a broken wing." “Fetch, 
Don," and with the speed of a quurter-hcrse, the noble 
white and red setter dashes down from the bank above 
direct to where the ruffed grouse fell: he slops upon the 
scent, straightens himself, but only for a moment, and 
is away upon the trail of the skulking bird, but with a more 
cautious pace than before; with uose Just lifted from the 
ground like a fox-hound upon the track, he threads the 
matted undergrowth with wonderful quickness and skill; 
now here, now there, the white form glides among the trees, 
eager, active, yet careful. My companions come up and 
we follow the skulking grouse and anxious setter, the red 
dogs al our heels, for they, only a little while from over 
the ocean, arc no match in cunning for the wounded bird. 
Five, ten, fifteen, yes, twenty rods does that bird lead the 
dog a race for life, then near the river bunk, under 
an upturned root, be crawls clean out of sight. But 
the race is all in vain, for the nose that first discovered 
Ihe bi.d in his morning sun bath, then followed him wing¬ 
lipped through all this labyrinth, will not now miss his hid¬ 
ing place. We see down through the vista of the trees the 
white form turn and stand, staunch and true. “Fetch!" in 
a loud, clear voice: a plunge, and the faithful dog turns to¬ 
ward us with head up and the fluttering grouse a captive.

The dog comes with a look of joy and pride fairly beaming 
from his eves; he knew as well as you or I that the bird was 
wounded, and he knew better than cither of us how to find 
and retrieve that bird. From start to finish the deed was 
grandly done. It was the deadliest aim behind that gun 
I ever saw in a ruffed grouse cover, and it was one of the 
best cover dogs in New England that helped to bag ihat bird. 

With what vim the grouse darted from his resting place; 
large, plump, with full-fledged pinion, he was no loiterer on 
his way; but skill, both in man and dog was loo 
much for him, and now he lies dead, but even in death, 
a thing of beauty, a prize such as sends the blood 
wildly coursiug through oue’B veins to win, and such as only 
a dead shot and a snap shot might win. We beat the re¬ 
maining cover, but with no success; theu cross a road and 
strike a flat of birches and pines, the resting place, though 
only for a day, perhaps, of our long billed, dark eyed love, 
the woodcock. 

I watch with pride my favorite as she winds and turns 
among the trees and hassocks, with her careful, noiseless 
strides, her coat now in the full rays of the suulight has the 
tinge of blood, and now In the shadow of the trees a darker, 
deeper hue. Oh, ye! who decry and write down the gallant 
Irish dog as self-willed and rash, watch this beauty and her 
brother, who is her rival, as they beat the cover, and tell 
me if they, though almost new to American game, do not 
find and point with moderation and staunchness. But hold! 
my own dog is stark and staunch; she needs ray care; 
“steady!" but the mottled long bill lies too near to stand a hu¬ 
man voice and starts fluttering from the brakes. The place 
is open for a little way, and the bird is mine. My first shot, 
and the bird is bagged—a good omen for the day, I think; but 
alas, it is a false one, for fickle fortune smiles not on me. 

We beat the little willow patch hidden behind the bluff, 
the hillside covered with pines and ferns, the alder run 
leading to the river, and the narrow strip of birches along 
the bank above, and in each we find our birds. 

It is not long past mid day when we seek a shady glade, 
“to drink the cooler air, and mark the landscape winking 
through the heat." We take from the pockets of our shoot¬ 
ing coats the game and place them on the moss, in all twen¬ 
ty-two, seven couple and a half of cock, and three brace 
and a half of grouse, with the lion's share to him of the 
white and red setter. 

The dogs lie stretched beneath a huge pine, and a charm- | 
ing group they make, the three; a brace of Irish, whelped 
in the Emerald Isle, and a white and red, half English, half 
Irish, his dam the dam of the sire of Welch’s lovely Dream 
The guns, their charges drawn, lean against 
a fallen tree, the blue burnish of their locks, 
without a line of fancy engraving, reflect the light ju 
flashes as the sun’s rays fall upon them through the gently 
waving branches. Their beauty consists not tn ornamental 
carving, in guilt-edged trimmings, but in the plainness of 
their make up, in the perfection of their movement and the 
workmanship that works to last. 

A yawn behind my chair, breaks up my tram or thought and 
well it might coming as it does from a tawny, black-muz¬ 
zled canine form that can tip a heavier weight on the scales 
than I, and on the floor stretched out covers six feet and 
seven inches from tip to tip. 

The form like a lioness rises, and standing upright on all 
fours reaches two feet and eight inches from floor to hip. 

The clock strikes twelve, the dop, setters and mastiff, 
go to their kennels and your rambling correspondent goes 
soon to his couch. If my reverie proves desultory and 
disconnected, pardon it, for only as the scenes return do I 
jot them down. And if they come not in smooth flowing 
fines of march, attribute it to the fitful winds outside, to the 
fickleness of our Winter weather, in fact to anything but the 
real cause, and you will have my thanks. 


Fort Scott Shooting Notes. 

Fort Scott, Kansas. 

Editor Chicvoo Fibu);—1 bagged yesterday four Wil¬ 
son snipe in four shots. I however shot two at one shot, 
and missed one. 1 tramped faithfully six or eight hours, 
and only saw five. Ducks arc more plentiful than ever 
known before, To illustrate the numbers Mr. Wall, a 
wealthy cattle raiser 12 miles from here, informed me yes¬ 
terday “that he had seeu live acres al a time of biB feeding 
ground covered with them; that they had eaten up 400 
bushels of corn for him, ami to keep his hogs from starving 
he had to put them in an iuclosure near the house where 
the ducks would not bother them." Whilst 1 was in con¬ 
versation with him, having slopped the wagon in sight of 
his feeding ground, a flock of say two or three hundred 
ducks were hovering over, apparently going to alight. One 
of our party remarked: "Let us move on; don't you see 
those ducks?" Mr. Wall responded: "1 hem's no ducks; 
you ought to ha* been here four days ago; they came down 
acres at a time." Our party came lo conclusion we were not 
duck shooters. They were so wild we could not gel within 
gun shot of them—owing to this difficulty 1 went for snipe 
with above results. Throughout the day, as large flocks of 
ducks would fly over us out of gun shot, we would apologize 
for our poor suoccsi with the roiiiurk ’ 4 lhcui s do ducks.'* 
One day last week 1 was out after ducks with one of our 
most successful market shooters—saw more thun 1 ever 
dreamed of seeing in a life time—baggi g only a brace to 
each gun. In my tramp yesterday I had the pleasure of 


each gun. In my tramp yesterday 1 had the pleasure of 
witnessing my pointer Staunch do as flne work uh I ever be¬ 
held in my life. Moving up a small branch leading out 
from a ttock pond, 1 flushed wild two Wilson snipe; mark- 
ing down 1 walked round to the windward, moved up care¬ 
fully; at about 25 feel from snipe he came lo a beautiful 
point; on birds taking wing l fired the right barrel, and 
much to my surprise dropped both birds, Staunch dropping 
handsomely to shot; he retrieved at command, the wind 
blowing a gale, pointing both dead birds. Whilst in the act 
of retrieving the snipe a large covey of chickens alighted 
about two hundred yards away on the prairie. 
Again taking the precaution lo work up wind, 

1 witnessed as line work on running. bird* 
as ever gladened a sportsmans eyes, leaving the chickens, 
(it would have been breaking the laws of Missouri to have 
shot at them). I walked towards the wagon, on my way 
Staunch came to a stiff crowching point not like his point 
on the chickens which he made standing at full height, but 
one of those "where you catch the scent” (mints we so often 
see made on quail. I knew what was before me, and walked 
up my birds Hushing a bevy of about eight quails, the dog 
dropping lo wing, again in handsome stylo, marking birds 
about 00 yards otf, 1 again took the wind in my face and 
finding, Staunch pointed each bird separately, just as he 
caught the scent, twisting crouching points each, artistic in 
the extreme. As I let birds fly out of gunshot without firing, 
Staunch evidently thought it the Sabbath; as he dropped to 
wing on the last bird, there he remained apparently at his 
devotions, displaying as much curishness in his stubborn¬ 
ness as he had good qualities a few moments before. By 
dint of coaxing and raw hide, I got him to hie on 
going to the wagon. We proceeded to the duck 
lake near our city the wind having changed, 
coming from the north was bitter cold. Again 
Staunch displayed his good qualities; on my winging a duck; 
it fell 60 yards out into one of the lakes, and on being com¬ 
manded to “fetch,” he plunged into the water, swam to his 
duck and retrieved handsomely, bringing his bird m by the 
wing. Crying piteously from the cold as soon as the air 
struck him, as a matter of humanity I pluced him in the 
wagon and wrapped him in one of our robes. * his self- 
same Staunch will at times flush wild every bird before him. 
Spoiling most of the sport for a day; he evidently had in 
him the making of a superb dog; somebody spared the raw¬ 
hide and spoiled a dog. .. . 

i We are promised, Billowing yesterday s cold spell, splen- 
i did snipe shooting. For myself I would rather bag one 
snipe than one dozen mallards. I shall report inv Buccess 
on these birds during the season.

. Can Quails Withhold their Scent! 

Editor Chicago Field;— The theory that the quail can 
retain its scent was first advanced by Dr. Samuel B. Smith, 
of Baltimore. His published opinion may be seen in Dr. 
Lewis' “American Sportsman," on page 98. 

Frank Forester, in his “Manual for Young Sportsmen, on 
page 328, Bays: “It is worthy of remark, that for some 
time after quail have dropped and squatted they yield no 
scent whatever, and cannot be pointed even by the most 
excellent dogs on the best scenting days.” 

Bogardus, in his “Field,Cover and Trap Shooting, on page 
103, in reference lo the same question, says: “1 do not be¬ 
lieve they possess any such power." 

Frank Schley, in his “American Partridge and Pheasant 
Shooting,” devotes a half-dozen pages to the question of 
withholding scent. He, also, is of the opinion 
that the quail cannot withhold its scent, and 
advances some cogent, and, in my_ opinion, 
conclusive reasons for his belief. On page 
83 he says; “I have often observed on the snow 
that when a partridge alights and runs a few feet or so and 
hides under the snow, the dog is not apt to miss it, but ti it 
pitches straight down like a Btone into the snow and remains 
Derfectly quiet at the spot where it strikes and is covered up 
by the snow, there is no scent around that spot, and the dog 
is not apt to find it. I have observed about the same result 
when quails, badly frightened, drop in dense cover. 

The theory that the quail can retain its scent is an exception 
to a general rule, seemingly contrary to reason, and it should 
not therefore, be credited except on indisputable evidence. 

It is true, however, that there is something mysterious 
about scent; for Instance, It is an admitted fact, 1 believe, 
that the young of the deer kind cannot be trailed by wolves 
or the best of dogs, yet the only explanation we can give for 
the fact is that It is Inherent. 

It is a fact well known to huntsmen that no animal, 
however acute its scent may be, can scent a man, say fifteen 
feet above it. The cause is apparent and easily explained, 
but I mention It as a fact which, In my opinion, has a bear¬ 
ing on the main question; the quail on the wing does not 
leave sufficient scent within the scope of a dog's scenting 
power to enable him to follow it, and when it darts down 
into dense cover and there remains with close-lying feathers 
the best of dogs will sometimes fall to find it. 

My own observation constrains me to believe that this is 
about the limit of the quail’s power to retain its scent. I 
have too much confidence In my dogs to doubt their ability 
to find a quail If it leaves behind it a trail. 

I am pleased to believe that “Eland," of DesMolnes is 
sceptical in regard to the quail’s power to withhold its 
scent. I think, if he ever had any doubt on the subject 
his dogs have taught him better, 1 remember his famous old 
pointer. Bill, who, in days by-gone, used to rush into my 
i office like a rifle ball and nose my gun and look at me in a 
i chiding way which seemed lo say; let the all mighty dollar 
go to thunder for the nonce ana let's be off to the stubble 
i and hake.”

Editor Chicago Field:—I am glad for one to see your 
editorial endorsement of the field trials on prairie chickens, 
and think that the project is taking strong hold of the sports¬ 
men in the West.

I have lately finished reading Arnold Burges’ communica¬ 
tion “How we are Misconstrued," and It has opened my 
eyes on a subject near to my heart. I have felt a touch of 
pique that my dogs, because they happened to owe their 
parentage lo natives, should be called "curs," when their 
performances in the field were creditable, hut I see it all 
now, and I most heartily agree with Mr, Burges. I am sor¬ 
ry to be obliged to say that very little attention has been 
hitherto paid to the purity of sporting dogs in America, and 
not one man in fifty can trace the strain of the dog he owns 
further back than one generation. ....

There are now said to be 1,500 hunlerB on the 
rsnge and most all of this number receive their supplies 
fwra this point, consequently the propriety of keeping such 
Urge stocks of ammunition and provisions. From Mr. Gar¬ 
rison I learn that he has en route from the prairies twelve 
hundred hides. He is also engaged in pulling up meat, 
which he intends canvassing and shipping North. Men 
just in from the west report the buffaloes going southwest. 
They are now in the vicinity of Colorado Post on the Colo¬ 
rado river.— Fort Worth Democrat..
